repnrier, in as follows: — 

"Tlif deatli of iny son occurred a 
yar iigo this month. The severity of 
the bimv had become somewhat .soften- 
ed by Lime and previou.s to his appcar- 
iiiiee li;ul not been at all constantly in 
iii_\ iiiiiiil. I had conio home in the af- 
I'-ninon and just about sunset I passed 
fnnii tiie front parlor, where wo arc 
now , to this room in the rear. As I 
i i»ai iicd the door I saw distinctly my 
ilfrtd .son sitting in a low chair by the 
window. His face, which was pale, 
W IS Lurned towards mo, and his head 
iiicliiieil to one side.

« ben alive. 1 fitood as if tliiuuler- 
•-iriu-k, gazing at liiiii. In an in.staiit 
I be vision vanished like a llasli. It 
.seemed to nioit into the air to tlio right 
I be feet disappearing the hist. Then i 
recovered myself. I am not easily 
moved but the perspiration stood out 
on my forehead and my liands wore 
eold as ice. I examined Rvery thing, 
anil tried to see if I could have been 
deceived by the liglit coming through 
Lbi' window, but 1 could find no cc- 
phination, and I lay awako all the 
niyht thinking it over. Come into the 
back parlor and I will show you what 
the arrangement of the room wn.s." 

The speaker entered the rear room, 
wliieli ha.s a large bay window looking 
over the harbor to the west. He 
(.•hanged liic [josition.s of the chairs 
.somewhat, and continued: 

"I stood in the doorway when- you 
stand now, looking toward tlin window, 
it was just this time of the day, aljout 
sunset, and the liglit was striking into 
the room from the wijst. Directly in 
front of nio, by the table, was thi.s high- 
backed chair. Looking over the top of 
this chair acro.ss the rays of light from 
the west, I saw my son in that low easy 
chair, which stood whore 1 have placed 
it no\v, in the corner to the nortii of 
the window. My son was not in niy 
mind when I entered the room. I li,i\'e 
carefully stuilied theelVects of the light 
and 1 am sure that 1 was not deceived. 
My belief was confirmed by a subse- 
quent occurrence. About a week (after 
a medinni, who knew nothing of what 
1 had seen, gave my wife a communica- 
tion from my son. J To described iny 
ajipearance and actions when I .saw him 
in thisi-oom, and more than this, he re- 
peated the romarks made by memhers 
of my family when told by nie of uiy 
experience. Me said that he was con- 
stantly with us in spirit, and had been 
struggling to make himself visible. He 
had succeeded this once, but other 
forces were too strong for him, and lio 
was compelled to go." — j.Y. 1'. Tribinie.

T am quite aware that my head is 
not quite so dear as it might bo ; at the 
san\e time 1 shouKl like to be buried in 
the same grave as she is. My life is 
insured, and IMr. I'ercv i'unting, IS 
Endleigh CJardem;, Muslou .Square, 
London, holds my policy, and ho will 
piy the funpral expenses, itc, whiiii 
need not Ije much. I may a.s well bo 
buried as you (iml me (clothes I'm in). 
1 don't want a lot of old women to 
mess me about. Old Dick Hinton (the 
se.xton) can identitiy ine. Kelatiniis I 
have none that 1 ackiiowloilge. l''rienils 
ni'e scarce, very scarce. N'ow, don't 
make a great botbei' of tiii.s little all'air. 
I shan't. Fred Day."' This letter wa.s , 
written in a bold and good hand.

Five or .six 
yeiirs bavo elapsed and still there 
is not a .shed of any .sort 
to shield the school children 
from the scorching rays of the sun 
in summer or to protect them from the 
inclemency of the weather in winter. 
Eemonstrance.s in tho public press and 
the daily di.scomfort of .'500 or 600 
children have been of no avail in in- 
ducing this paraiinonious government 
to spoud a few hundred dollar.^ in 
what in other countries would lio con- 
sidered an inciispcn.saoio n.Mjuisuc rui a 
public school building. The whole 
aspect of tho reserve at the present 
time is one of neglect and dilapidation, 
and tho indignant exclamation of the 
Wellington .school trustees is quite ap- 
plicable it is a disgiace to the gov- 
■. erument and iho educational manage- 
ment of the province. But it may bo 
asked what are the trustees about? 
The answer to this query is that they 
•'are powerless to remedy the evil, as 
they have no means at their disposal to 
make the slightest iinprovemont for 
tho comfort of either pupils or teachers. 
It is to be hoped, however, that they 
arc doing all they can to Ics.sen if not 
to wipe out such a disgrace to the city. 
We commend the reserve to the careful 
consideration of tho committee recently 
appointed by tho legislature to visit the 
schools, and trust their report will 
have some effect upon tho callousness 
of those who are responsible for such a 
stat« of aQair.i.

The old race of British pugilists is 
fast passing away. Tim Bold I3cndigo, 
who died on the 21th of August last a 
■converted man andi|-a local preacher, 
has now been followed out of the world 
by another e.\-champion, the Tipton 
Slauher, who died oC drink on Christ- 
mas Eve. Bill Perry, the Tijitoii Sla.sh- 
or, catnc to the top of tho tree Decom- 
17th, 1850, when he claimed the title 
of champion of England through 
■his victory over Tom Pad- 
dock Qt Woking. It was by 
a foul that tho Slashei' won tho champ- 
iouahip; by a foul he lostit,on the 29th 
of September, ISSl, to Ifari-y li roomo 
' at Mildenhall. Broome forfeited when 
challenged to a return match, and tho 
Slasher's claims to sui)re!nacy were not 
disputed for a long time. " Owing to 
difficulties about matching him the title 
was contended for in ISTiG by Broome 
and Paddock, but the latter, though 
victorious, was unable to hold the posi 
tiou, and when tho famous now belt was 
given Perry defended it against the ris- 
ing star of the ungentle science — Tom 
Sayer.s — who beat him for the trophy 
and £200 a side on the Lsle of Grain, 
June IGth, 1857, After this date the 
•Tipton Shisher's name dropped out of 
public attention. If we are not in 
error it -was he who was ipatcLed 
against au "Unknown" that ])roved to 
bo Fi "ccman, tho American giant, who 
stood G feet lOA inches, and whom his 
prudent antagonist declined to "tackle" 
Killeging that ho way jirepared to fight 
a man but not a mountain."

There have been in the past many 
such attempts, from Voltaire to Tom 
Paine, not omitting ".S|)irituali.st and 
Deist." But, iifvert!iel(>,s,s, tho Bible 
still liulds its own. Whatever in the 
])ast may havo been done, ignorantly 
or othtu'wise, as the interpretation of 
Christianity; or whatever may at the 
(iresont day be lione of an objectionable 
character by idiurches or individuals, 
that militate not against tho Christian- 
ity of the Now Testament, that 
still remains true as ever and 
worthy of all accejitauce. ft is 
not because, .\lr. "Sjiiritualisf and 
Deist," that ( 'hristianity, the legacy 
of that Bible you aro deriding, is not 
good enough. But rather that it is 
somewhat too good for you and those 
that seek to do as seems good in their 
own eyes, and desire without restraint 
to follow their own devices. And it is 
because Christianity with its ])uro pro- 
copts is sucli a troublesome policeman, 
holding violation of those precepts 
in Urrorem over you that you seek to 
dethrone it by attacks upon the scrip- 
tures and set up Spiritualism, Buddisin, 
Goiifuciusitn, Rationalism or may be 
even Dr. Yorkism as preferable to 
Christian teaching. In other words as 
offering more liberal terms and hotter 
suited to your tastes than tho pure 
precepts] of Christianity which teach 
that even sin conceived tliough not car- 
ried into execution is nevertheless an 
offence.

The apparent contradictions, anom-

The aniniua, ignorance and unscruiiu- 
losity displayed in tho comraunication 
of "A Spiritualist and Deist" cause 
a doubt as to whether a reply to him 
be not prohibited (Matt. 7, 6 ;) but 
giving him the benefit of the doubt, it 
may be observed that Psalm 18: 26 dis- 
covers a rule which disposes of a large 
class of such diQicultios as he has indi 
catetl : 

Ps.alni 78: 2, characterizes a portion 
of scripture, which appears on its face 
to be liberal history, as "dark sayings" 
and "parable", but if this bo parable 
then, a fortiori, is the lirst portion of 
tho book of Genesis also parable ( Again 
it has been truly said of the sacreil 
scriptures "the siinplo may understand 
them in simplicity — the wise in wis- 
dom." and this quality thoy have in 
virtue of their p.arabolic structure, so 
that in this way the scriptures are 
above and beyond any mere literary 
criticism or cross nxaniination after a 
legal pattern; while Jlatt. 13: 13, If, 
15, gives cogent reasons for the para- 
bolic style of scripture, which havo 
special significance for critics of the 
"Spiritualist and Deist" sort.
